BRIEF  HISTORY 

LANDS,     BUILDINGS     AND     IMPROVEMENTS. 

i  eder  the  leadership  <>i'  Jeremiah  Chamberlain,  the  aioorn  Agricul- 
tural and  Mechanical  College  had  Ite  beginning  us  Oakland  College, 
mended    In    1828,   by    the   Bonthern    Preobytcrlane,    for   white   male 

students. 

Owing  to  the  general   crush   in   social   and    Industrial   conditions, 

brought  on  by  the  war  between  the  States,  the  property  hocame 
involved,  and.  in  1871,  the  grounds  and  buildings  were  sold,  the  State 
becoming  the  purchaser,  and  the  name  changed  to  that  of  Alcorn 
University,  in  honor  of  the  lamented  James  L.  Alcorn,  then  Governor 
Of  the  State,  and  dedicated  to  the  higher  education  of  the  colored 
youth  of  the  State. 

For  a  number  of  years  the  State  of  Mississippi  appropriated  as  much 
as  $50,000.00  per  annum  for  the  support  of  the  College;  hut  bankruptcy 
overtaking  the  State,  owing  to  the  conditions  that  prevailed  over  the 
South  in  general,  soon  after  the  war,  the  Legislature,  in  1878,  recog- 
nized the  school,  and  again  changed  its  name  to  that  of  The  Alcorn 
Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College,  the  better  to  comply  with  the 
Act  of  Congress  of  July,  18G2,  a  part  of  which  is  given  here: 

General  United  States  No.  1 — Act  in  Relation  to  Agricultural  Colleges. 
(U.  S.  Statutes,  Vol.  12,  Chapter  130,  page  503.) 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  in  Congress  Assembled,  That  there 
be  granted  to  the  several  States,  for  the  purpose  hereinafter  men- 
tioned, an  amount  of  public  land  to  be  apportioned  to  each  State,  a 
quantity  equal  to  thirty  thousand  acres  for  each  Senator  and  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  to  which  the  States  are  respectively  entitled  by 
the  appointment  under  the  census  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  land's  aforesaid,  after 
being  surveyed,  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  several  States  in  sections 
or  subdivisions  of  sections,  not  less  than  one-quarter  of  a  section 
*  *  *  said  script  to  be  sold  by  said  States  and  the  proceeds  thereof 
applied  to  the  use  and  purposes  prescribed  in  this  Act,  and  for  no  other 
use  or  purpose  whatsoever. 

Sec  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  money  derived  from  the 
sale  of  land  aforesaid,  by  the  States  to  which  the  lands  are  apportioned, 
and  from  the  sales  of  lands  and  scripts  hereinbefore  provided  for,  shall 
be  invested  in  stocks  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  States,  or  some 
other  safe  stocks  yieding  not  less  than  five  per  centum  upon  the  par 
value  of  said  stocks;  and  that  the  moneys  so  invested  shall  constitute  a 
perpetual  fund,  the  capital  of  which  shall  remain  forever  undiminished, 
except  so  far  as  may  be  provided  for  in  section  fifth  of  this  Act,  and 
the  interest  of  which  shall  be  inviolably  appropriated  by  each  State, 
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which  may  take  and  claim  the  benefit  of  this  Act  to  the  endowment, 
support  and  maintenance  of  at  least  one  college,  where  the  leading 
objects  shall  be,  without  excluding  other  scientific  and  classical  studies, 
and  including  military  tactics,  to  teach  such  branches  of  learning  as 
are  related  to  agricultural  and  mechanical  arts  *  *  *  in  order  to 
promote  the  liberal  and  practical  education  of  the  industrial  classes  in 
the  several  pursuits  and  professions  of  life. 

The  Agricultural  Land  Script  Fund,  donated  by  the  United  States 
Government  in  this  State,  had  increased  to  $227,150  when  the  .Legisla- 
ture, in  1878,  divided  it  equally  between  the  Agricultural  and  Mechan- 
ical College  at  Starkville  and  this  College,  giving  to  each  $113,575,  the 
interest  on  which  is  $6,814.50  per  annum. 

The  above  sum  ($6,814.50),  however,  continued  to  be  the  chief  item 
in  the  annual  support  fund  till  the  year  1890,  when,  by  an  Act  of  Con- 
gress, known  as  the  New  Morrill  Bill,  which  then  became  a  law 
entitled,  "An  Act  to  apply  a  portion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Public 
Lands  to  the  more  complete  endowment  and  support  of  the  colleges 
for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  mechanic  arts,  established  under  the 
provisions  of  an  Act  of  Congress,  approved  July  2,  1862,"  each  State 
and  Territory  legally  claiming  the  benefit  of  said  Act  of  1862  received 
an  additional  sum  of  $15,000  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1890;  $16,000 
for  the  year  ending  June,  1891,  etc.,  the  said  $15,000  for  the  year  1890 
being  annually  increased  by  $1,000  for  ten  years,  when  the  sum  should 
be  $25,000,  and  should  so  continue  at  that  fixed  sum  upon  the  condition 
that  in  States  requiring  separate  schools  for  white  and  negro  children, 
an  equitable  division  of  the  amount  received  by  said  States  should  be 
made  for  the  agricultural  and  mechanical  education  of  the  children 
of  the  two  races. 

In  the  State  of  Mississippi,  a  division  of  this  sum  is  made  upon  the 
basis  of  the  educable  population  of  the  two  races.  From  this  source 
this  Institution  has  received,  since  1900,  about  $13,000  in  round 
numbers. 

As  to  how  the  New  Morrill  Bill  Fund  may  be  used,  the  following, 
taken  from  a  circular  letter  sent  by  the  Commissioner  of  Education, 
dated  January,  1892,  and  addressed  to  President  of  Agriculture  and  the 
Mechanical  Arts,  will  show: 

"In  this  your  attention  is  respectfully  invited  to  the  limitations 
placed  by  the  Act  upon  money  received,  which  is  to  be  applied  only  to 
instruction  in  agriculture,  the  mechanic  arts,  the  English  language, 
and  the  various  branches  of  mathematical,  physical,  natural  and 
economic  sciences,  with  special  reference  to  their  application  in  the 
industries  of  life  and  the  facilities  for  such  instruction.  It  is  held  by 
the  Secretary  that  this  language  authorizes,  besides  the  payments  of 
salaries,  the  purchase  from  this  money  of  apparatus,  machinery,  text- 
books, reference  books,  stock,  and  material  used  in  instruction,  or  for 
purposes  of  illustration  in  connection  with  any  of  the  branches 
enumerated."

approved  March  i.  L897,  the  said  "Ne*  Morrill  Bill"  of  L890  was 
amended,  and  the  126,000  provided  In  the  .Morrill  Bill  as  received  by 

the   several     States,     was    increased     $5,000    annually,     for    live    yars, 

when  the  sum  received  by  the  several  states  ami  Territories  would  be 
00.      All    necessary   expenses   above   this   amount    are   provided   for 
hy   legislative  appropriations. 

As  to  how  the  funds  from  this  source  are  to  he  apportioned  and 
applied,  the  following  is  taken  from  a  circular  letter  issued  by  the 
Bureau  of  Education,  Department  of  the  Interior,  and  addressed  to 
the  Presidents,  Treasurers,  Boards  of  Control,  etc.,  of  State  Agricul- 
tural Colleges: 

Department  of  Interior, 

BUREAU   OF   EDUCATION. 

Washington,  D.  C,  April  17,  1907. 
To  Presidents,  Treasurers,  and  Boards  of  Control  of  State  Colleges 
of  Agriculture  and  Mechanic  Arts  and  of  Institutions  of  Like 
Character  for  Education  of  Colored  Students: 
Gentlemen — Your  attention   is   respectfully  invited   to  the  enclosed 
copy  of  a  provision  in  an  Act  of  Congress  approved  March  4,  1907, 
entitled,  "An  Act  making  appropriations  for  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1908,"  increasing  the  annual 
appropriation   made  by  Congress  under  an  Act  approved  August  30, 
1890,  in  aid  of  colleges  of  agriculture  and  mechanic  arts. 

In  answer  to  several  questions  in  connection  with  the  administration 
of  this  new  provision  of  law  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior, 
it  has  been  decided,  under  date  of  April  5,  1907: 

1.  That  legislative  assent  by  the  several  States  and  Territories  to 
the  purposes  of  the  new  appropriation  is  not  necessary. 

2.  That  in  States  and  Territories  where  separate  institutions  are 
maintained  for  the  education  of  colored  students  in  agriculture  and 
mechanic  arts,  the  funds  must  be  divided  between  institutions  for 
white  and  colored  students,  respectively.  The  increase  of  the  appro- 
priation provided  by  the  Act  of  March  4,  1907,  must  be  divided  between 
the  institutions  for  white  and  colored  students  on  the  same  basis  as 
are  the  funds  received  under  the  Act  of  August  30,  1890. 

3.  The  funds  appropriated  need  not  be  expended  for  instruction  in 
all  of  the  branches  of  study  mentioned  in  the  Act 'of  August  30,  1890, 
but  may  be  expended  for  instruction  in  any  one  or  more  of  them,  as, 
for  example,  in  agriculture. 
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Special  attention  is  invited  to  that  part  of  the  new  law  providing 
that  a  portion  of  the  increase  of  the  appropriation  may  be  used  by  the 
institutions  "for  providing  courses  for  the  special  preparation  of 
instructors  for  teaching  the  elements  of  agriculture  and  mechanic 
arts."  With  the  increasing  number  of  secondary  schools  of  agriculture 
and  industrial  trade  schools,  and  with  the  introduction  of  agriculture 
into  the  courses  of  study  of  elementary  and  high  schools,  there  will 
arise  a  considerable  demand  for  specially  prepared  teachers  to  give 
instruction  in  the  special  branches  of  study.  To  meet  this  demand, 
Congress  has  provided  that  a  portion  of  the  new  appropriation  may  be 
expended  for  this  special  purpose.

Comprise  about  nine  hundred  (900)  acres,  all  told,  including  campus, 
pasture,  cultivated  and  wood  lands. 

OUR    BUILDINGS. 

Our  buildings,  exclusive  of  the  President's  house  and  seventeen 
teachers'  cottages,  consist  of  six  dormitories  for  male  students  and  one 
for  girls,  averaging  in  value  about  $15,000  each;  our  Main  Building, 
containing  recitation  rooms,  Chapel,  College  Library,  Secretary's  office 
and  Trustees'  room,  said  building  being  worth,  at  conservative  esti- 
mate, about  sixty-five  thousand  ($65,000)  dollars;  Students'  Infirmary, 
three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000.00);  Chemical  Laboratory,  eight  hundred 
dollars  ($800.00);  the  Industrial  Building,  containing  apartments  for  the 
Blacksmithing  and  Wheelwrighting  Department,  the  Shoe  and  Leather 
Industries  Department,  the  Painting  Department,  the  Carpentry  and 
Cabinet  Making  Departments,  said  building  being  worth  about  ten 
thousand  ($10,000)  dollars;  a  Dining  Hall  worth  about  $8,000;  a  Horse 
Stable  and  Granary  worth  about  $1,000;  and  a  Cow  Barn  worth 
about  $800;  Laundry  $1,500.00.

THE    BOARDING     DEPARTMENT. 

The  Boarding  Department  Is  run  on  the  mess  system,  each  studenl 
paying  $6.00  per  month  for  board  ami  washing.  This  Department  is 
conducted  In  a  commodious  frame  building,  capable  ol  seating  one 
thousand  poisons,  and  costing  $8,000. 

Should  the  $6.00  prove  Inadequate  to  meet  the  expense  ol  running 
the  Department,  the  students  are  required  to  make  good  the  deficit. 

Many  of  the  students,  by  working  at  the  College,  pay  about  one- 
fourth  of  their  expenses;  others  pay  more. 


THE    STUDENTS'    NECESSARY    OUTFIT. 

We  desire  to  emphasize,  if  possible,  more  strongly  than  ever  before, 
that  in  order  that  health,  cheerfulness  and  ability  to  perform  well  the 
duties  which  the  College  imposes,  each  student  must  have  sufficient 
clothing  and  bedding  to  keep  comfortable  and  clean. 

To  that  end  each  student  is  required  to  provide  himself,  or  herself, 
with  at  least  two  pillow  cases,  three  sheets,  two  quilts  or  blankets, 
one  spread,  four  towels  and  a  pillow,  two  table  napkins,  and  a  pair 
of  rubbers.  Students'  trunks  will  be  examined  to  see  that  this  is  brought. 


UNIFORM. 

Each  female  student  is  further  required  to  wear  the  College  uniform 
which,  for  fear  of  inaccuracy  of  description  or  confusion  as  to  color 
or  design,  students  are  advised  not  to  attempt  to  purchase  nor  make 
at  home,  as  they  must  be  of  exact  color  and  made  according  to  design 
prescribed  by  the  Sewing  Department.  For  the  benefit  of  older  stu- 
dents, especially,  we  will  say  that  the  uniform  for  the  next  year  will 
be  the  same  as  that  for  last  year:  and  for  the  benefit  of  all,  we 
advise  that  they  bring  with  them  about  $10  to  cover  the  cost  of  uniform. 


POST  OFFICE. 
The  College  Post  Office  is  known  as  Alcorn.  Claiborne  County,  Miss. 
Students  coming  to  the  College  should  come  either  to  Lorman  by  rail- 
road, nine  miles  distant  from  the  College,  where  they  will  be  met  by 
College  teams,  or  by  boat  to  Rodney  Landing,  seven  miles  distant  from 
the  College.

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COLLEGE  SCIENTIFIC  COURSE 

This  Course  aims  to  give  the  student  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
essential  sciences,  that  he  may  be  well  prepared  to  enter  any  of  the 
various  pursuits  open  to  him.  It  is  the  aim  of  those  in  charge  to  turn 
out  from  this  Department  a  well-rounded  individual,  but  not  special- 
ists. Any  one  taking  this  course  and  pursuing  it  diligently  will  be 
prepared  to  meet  the  general  demands  of  a  business  life. 

The  Course  embraces  nine  years — five  preparatory  and  four  college. 
The  subjects  taught  may  be  seen  under  the  several  departments  as 
enumerated  below. 

No  one  will  be  permitted  to  enter  this  Course  who  cannot  read 
intelligently  in  the  Fifth  Reader,  add,  subtract,  multiply  and  divide 
common  fractions,  and  understand  the  simple  rules  of  grammar. 

DEPARTMENT    OF    ENGLISH. 

The  aim  of  this  Department  is  to  give  the  students  a  thorough 
mastery  of  the  mother  tongue  in  order  that  they  may  better  be  able  to 
comprehend  the  instructions  given  in  the  other  Departments. 

As  the  name  of  this  Department  implies,  it  covers  the  studies  that 
pertain  to  the  English  Language.  It  seeks  to  prepare  the  student 
by  careful  and  constant  training  in  the  use  of  the  English  sentence 
for  the  complex  duties  of  life. 

The  Course  of  English,  of  necessity,  lies  at  the  base  of  all  other 
instruction.  The  English  work  which  is  common  to  all  courses  con- 
sists of  the  structure  of  the  English  language  and  literature,  and 
exercises  given  in  composition  and  thesis  writing.  In  these  studies 
our  aim  has  been  to  make  the  language  clear  and  simple;  to  approach 
each  point  through  exercises  and  illustrations,  so  that  each  student 
may  learn  by  doing. 


DEPARTMENT    OF    SCIENCE. 

The  design  of  this  Department  is  to  furnish  a  general  knowledge  of 
all  the  subjects  usually  embraced  in  a  Scientific  Course  to  encourage 
research  and  original  invesitgation,  and  awaken  a  love  for  labor  in  all 
vocations. 

The  Course  embraces  the  principal  subjects  of  Natural  and  Physical 
Science.  The  subject  of  Chemistry  is  greatly  emphasized  since  it  serves 
the  most  practical  end  respecting  the  leading  feature  of  the  College— 
Agriculture.  The  course  is  so  arranged  as  to  be  equivalent  to  three 
full  years,  the  Normal  or  College  Preparatory  students  having  two 
terms  during  the  last  year  of  the  course.  The  College  Juniors  have 
laboratory  lectures  during  the  last  term,  while  the  Senior  College 
Class  devotes  one  hour  to  the  recitations  and  one  hour  to  general 
laboratory  work  the  entire  year.

DEPARTMENT    OF    BIOLOGY    AND    PEDAGOGY. 
This   Department  aims  to  give  the  itudent  ft  thorough  knowledge  of 

the  production,  Formation,  development,  struct  hit,  use,  physical  pecu- 
liarities, life  history,  origin,  ami  relatione  of  animal  and  vegetable  life. 

BOTANY. 

The  first  course  is  taken  up  in  the  Junior  Preparatory  Class  and  is 
studied  through  the  last  six  months  of  the  school  session.  It  embraces 
a  study  of  the  parts  of  the  Plant,  Hoots,  Stems,  Leaves,  Bark,  Wood, 
and  especially  the  Flower,  and  a  Classification  of  Local  Plants  into 
Families,  Orders,  Genuses  and  Species.  About  one-half  of  the  time 
allowed  the  class  in  this  subject  is  spent  in  indoor  recitations,  getting 
acquainted  with  scientific  terms,  studying  climatic  influences  on  the 
plant,  and  learning  the  key  to  Classification,  while  the  other  half  is 
mainly  spent  in  outdoor  recitations,  handling  the  plant,  studying  its 
various  parts,  and  Classifying  and  Mounting  Specimens. 

The  second  course  covers  the  last  six  months  of  the  Freshman  year. 
It  embraces  a  more  thorough  and  exhaustive  study  of  the  plant,  each 
chapter  leading  the  student  into  more  complex  facts  and  elements  of 
the  plant  life.  Their  special  uses  to  man,  their  habitat,  their  adapta- 
tion to  peculiar  soils,  their  healthful  and  injurious  effects,  are  carefully 
studied,  the  work  leading  from  Generalization  to  Specialization.  The 
student  is  taught  to  investigate  the  laws  and  general  agents  influencing 
plant  life.  The  Herbarium  is  used  in  the  last  three  months  for  draw- 
ing diagrams  of  the  Plant  and  Flower,  and  for  mounting  and  preserving 
the  parts  of  the  plant. 

ZOOLOGY. 

This  subject  covers  a  period  of  six  months  in  the  Freshman  year. 
The  student  is  led  to  understand  the  generic  terms,  the  steps  in  Classi- 
fication, through  Branches,  Classes,  Orders,  Genuses  and  Species  and 
these  are  always  associated  with  the  animal's  common  name.  The 
animals  of  the  several  Branches  are  carefully  studied,  their  chief 
differences  from  other  branches,  their  Habitat,  Detriment  and  Benefit 
to  man.  Local  and  Domestic  animals  are  studied  with  especial  care 
and  system.  About  one-half  of  the  time  is  used  capturing  specimens 
and  Classifying  them.  Each  student  mounts  a  given  number  of  Inver- 
tebrates and  Vertebrates,  the  latter  being  generally  preserved  in 
alcohol  for  study.  These  are  kept  for  future  use  in  the  Biological 
Laboratory. 
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BIOLOGY. 

This  subject  is  taken  up  in  the  Sophomore  year,  being  studied 
through  the  last  six  months  of  the  session.  It  embraces  Botany,  Zoo- 
logy, Ecology  and  Human  Physiology  in  a  single  text.  The  combined 
subjects,  presupposing  that  the  student  has  a  general  knowledge  of 
Physiology,  Botany  and  Zoology,  aim  to  show  the  interdependence 
of  animal  and  vegetable  life,  how  they  are  co-existent,  how  they  har- 
monize, how  they  complement  each  other,  how  to  care  for  them  and 
utilize  them  for  the  needs  of  mankind.  The  anatomy  and  physiology 
of  the  plant  is  now  studied;  dissecting  the  specimen,  the  organs  and 
minute  parts,  is  a  large  part  of  the  student's  work  here.  The  chemical 
structure,  germination  or  birth,  cell  structure,  longevity,  history  of  its 
lif,  its  spread,  habitat,  its  agents,  enemies,  forces  of  development  and 
its  general  relation  and  uses  to  mankind,  are  sought.  (Magnifying 
Glasses,  Pincers,  Dissecting  Instruments,  Alcohol  and  Vessels  for 
preserving  are  furnished  free.) 

PEDAGOGY. 

This  subject  gives  the  student  a  general  knowledge,  teaching  and 
pedagogical  principles,  and  aims  to  give  a  general  preparation  to  those 
who  propose  teaching. 


DEPARTMENT    OF     MATHEMATICS. 

To  thoroughly  complete  this  course  requires  a  period  of  eight  years. 
No  student  can  enter  one  of  the  grades  in  the  Preparatory  Department 
until  he  has  done  work  to  fractions  in  the  Rudiments  of  Arithmetic,  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  instructor. 

A  practical  knowledge  of  Arithmetic,  including  the  metric  system 
of  weights  and  measures,  is  assumed  as  the  basis  of  all  subsequent 
work  in  Mathematics. 

The  time  required  to  complete  the  Arithmetics,  beginning  with  Robin- 
son's Rudiments  and  including  his  New  Higher,  is  four  years. 

ALGEBRA. 

The  topics  emphasized  are:  "Laws  of  Signs,"  "Fractions,"  "Methods 
of  Elimination/'  "Formation  of  Equations,"  "Discussions  of  Expo- 
nents," "Quadratics  of  Logarithms." 

The  time  required  to  complete  this  branch  is  four  years.  Text-book 
used,  Wells'  Essentials. 

COLLEGE  ALGEBRA. 

Beginning  with  Factoring,  with  a  full  Discusrion  and  Solution  of  all 
Problems  throughout  the  book.  Special  stress  is  laid  on  the  Theory 
of  Equations  and  the  Relation  of  Logarithms  to  the  Higher  Mathe- 
matics. 
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GEOMETRY. 

Piano  and  Solid,  including  Conic  Sectioni   witfa  ipeciaJ  itreei  placed 
Boon  original  thooromi  and  problomi  to  be  dono. 
The  Junior  year  will  comprise  work  in  Plane  Trigonometry,  Spherical 

Geometry  and  Trigonometry,  including  History  of  Mathematics  accord- 
ing to  ten  Of  tin-  most  famous  British  Mat hmiat icians. 

The  Seniors'  first  term's  work  will  include  Plane  Surveying  with  care, 
uses  and  adjustments  of  instruments,  and  thorough  practice  in  field  work. 
Bptflill  stress  is  placed  upon  the  relation  that  these  subjects  sustain  to 
Mechanic  Arts. 

Text  used:  Wells  and  Harts'  and  Robinson's  with  Bagot's  Plane  Sur- 
veying and  Shop  Mechanics  as  supplementary  texts. 

DEPARTMENTS  OF  HISTORY,  CIVICS  AND  PHYSICAL  AND 
MORAL  SCIENCE. 
This  work  is  taken  up  as  follows:  Senior  Preparatory  Class,  Physical 
Science:  Seniors,  Moral  Philosophy;  A  Grade,  United  States  History; 
Junior  Preparatory  Class,  Mississippi  History  and  Elements  of  Civics; 
Freshman  Class,  General  History;  Sophomore  Class,  Higher  Civics 
and  History  of  England,  General  and  United  States  Histories  cover  a 
period  of  nine  months;  Mississippi  History,  a  period  of  six  months,  or 
first  and  second  terms;  History  of  England,  three  months,  or  last 
term;  Moral  Science,  six  months,  or  second  and  third  terms;  Elements 
of  Civics,  three  months,  or  last  term;  Higher  Civics,  three  months,  or 
last  term;  Higher  Civics,  six  months,  or  first  and  second  terms;  Physi- 
cal Science,  three  months,  or  first  term. 


PHYSICAL    SCIENCE. 

The  chief  aim  is  to  show  that  the  climatic  agents  not  only  are  now 
the  most  important  and  influential,  but  they  have  been  so  during  all 
past  geological  ages.  That  the  special  province  of  Physical  Geography 
and  General  Science  is  the  investigation  of  climate  and  modifications. 

That  the  great  agents  are  the  air,  rain,  frosts,  springs,  brooks,  rivers, 
glaciers,  icebergs,  mountains  and  sea. 

This  is  climate,  and  climate  alone,  that  determines  mainly  the  char- 
acter of  all  vegetable  and  animal  life. 

The  student  is  urged  never  to  rest  until  he  gets  at  the  reason  for 
what  he  sees  about  him. 


GENERAL  HISTORY. 
In  the  study  of  General  History,  careful  attention  is  paid  to  the  con- 
tinuity and  unity  of  historical  movements  and  to  the  nature  and  opera- 
tion of  the  great  forces  which  have  shaped  its  course.  To  this  end 
stress  is  laid  upon  those  periods  of  history  that  have  made  or  marked 
important  eras  of  progress  rather  than  upon  mere  study  of  chrono- 
logical order.  This  will  serve  as  a  guide  to  the  student's  thinking  and 
reading,  and  lays  a  broad  foundation  for  his  latter  studies  in  Civics 
and  Moral  Science. 
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Histories  of  England,  Mississippi  and  the  United  States. 

The  objects  of  these  Courses  are  to  fix  the  mind  on  the  main  facts 
of  History;  study  their  meaning,  relations,  laws  and  lessons;  train  the 
memory,  reason,  imagination  and  sympathies;  help  the  student  to 
understand  references  in  current  literature;  comprehend  the  origin 
and  development  of  existing  states,  people  and  institutions — what  it 
may  be  and  what  it  should  be — the  when,  why,  the  ought  and  the  how. 
The  work  consists  of  lectures,  text-book  study,  reference  reading,  dis- 
cussions and  original  research. 


CIVICS. 

The  Science  of  Citizenship  is  taught;  law  and  government,  municipal, 
State  and  national;  their  origin  and  development;  what  they  are  now 
and  what  they  ought  to  be;  lectures,  with  text-book  work,  analysis  and 
discussions.  The  students  choose  selectment,  governor,  supreme  court, 
etc.,  hold  town  meetings,  organize  as  a  State  house  of  representatives; 
the  constitutionality  of  enactments  is  tried  before  the  supreme  court. 
Parliamentary  usage  is  followed  as  far  as  practicable. 


MORAL    SCIENCE. 

This  subject  is  studied  by  the  Senior  Class  for  two  terms,  or  six 
months.  The  aim  of  work  is  to  thoroughly  consider  the  rise  and 
development  of  philosophical  conceptions,  and  to  trace,  whenever 
possible,  their  connection  with  political  and  social  movements.  The 
student  consults  the  writings  of  various  authors  and  brings  reports 
of  his  readings  to  the  class  room  for  criticism.  Special  references: 
Bain,  Haven  and  Dewey. 

The  schedule  of  study  is  as  follows:  Conduct,  the  laws  of  duty,  moral 
obligation  and  ethical  judgments  are  treated  as  the  activities  and 
normal  processes  of  the  social  self.  In  this  manner  it  is  believed  the 
subject  becomes  both  vital  and  practical.

Recognizing  Agriculture  as  one  of  the  prime  fields  of  endeavor  for 
which  this  institution  stands,  in  seeking  to  give  direction  to  the  ener- 
gies of  its  students,  it  has  been  the  policy  of  this  institution  to  see  to  it 
that  all  of  its  students  have  at  least  the  fundamental  of  this  important 
calling. 

To  that  end  as  soon  as  the  student  reaches  the  Preparatory  Grades 
where  it  is  fair  to  presume  that  he  can  intelligently  comprehend 
the  simplest  text  on  the  subject,  he  is  required  to  begin,  both  practi- 
cally and  thoretically,  the  study  of  Agriculture.  And  Agriculture  under 
various  designations,  embracing  agronomy,  or  the  study  of  the  soils, 
fertilizers  and  crops,  and  their  relationship  each  to  the  other  under 
various  physical  and  chemical  conditions;  Animal  Husbandry,  Dairy 
Husbandry,  Botany,  Biology,  Plant  Physiology  and  the  principles  of 
successful  Farm  Management,  is  liberally  distributed  throughout  the 
course  from  the  bottom  to  the  top. 

This  course,  proper,  embraces  three  years  of  study  and  investiga- 
tion of  the  fundamental  laws  and  principles  underlying  successful  crop 
and  animal  production,  together  with  the  practical  application,  in  class- 
room, laboratory  and  field,  of  those  principles. 

Students  desiring  to  pursue  this  course  must  pass  an  examination 
showing  themselves  sufficiently  advanced  in  their  academic  work  to  en-r 
ter  our  regular  Senior  Preparatory  course. 

Upon  finishing  this  course  a  certificate  of  proficiency  in  Agriculture 
will  be  given.  For  the  school  year  1916-17,  all  students  having  finished 
their  Junior  Preparatory  year  will  be  declared  eligible  to  enter  this 
special  course  in  Agriculture. 

It  is  the  aim  in  prescribing  and  arranging  this  course  to  have  it  so 
simple  and  free  from  technicalities  that  persons  entirely  unversed  in 
Chemistry  and  other  kindred  sciences  can  be  greatly  benefitted,  and 
will,  on  finishing  the  course,  go  forth  with  heightened  conceptions  and 
improved  notions  of  home  and  farm  life. 

Dairy. 

The  Dairy  has  been  strengthened  by  placing  an  expert  instructor  at 
its  head.  New  equipment  and  appliances  have  been  added,  and  a  new 
supply  of  blooded  animals,  also;  thus  enabling  the  student  to  get  a 
thorough  training  in  the  science  and  practice  of  Dairying. 
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It  is  the  aim  in  finishing  students  in  this  course  to  give  them  such 
rounded  conceptions  of  the  dignity  of  labor  and  of  farm  labor  in  partic- 
ular, and  such  a  knowledge  of  the  scientific  principles  underlying  their 
calling  as  will  enable  them  to  go  forth  with  a  reasonable  measure  of  con- 
fidence in  their  ability  to  succeed  at  it,  and  imbued  with  a  love  for  its 
educative,  softening  and  refining  influences  upon  the  race,  to  the  end 
that  in  whatever  community  it  may  fall  their  lots  to  reside,  they  may  be 
enthusiastic  teachers  and  leaders  in  this  particular  field  of  endeavor, 
and  a  standing  inspiration  to  the  agricultural  interests  of  their  several 
communities. 

The  literary  qualifications  for  the  course  in  Dairy  Husbandry  are 
the  same  as  those  for  our  regular  agricultural  course.  Students  finish- 
ing this  course  receive  a  certificate  of  proficiency  in  Dairy  Husbandry.

The  College  owns  25  head  of  mules  and  horses,  a  variety  of  vehicles, 
a  herd  of  Jersey  cattle,  and  a  supply  of  farming  implements  for  the 
use  of  the  students.  Also,  a  herd  of  Poland  China  and  Berkshire  hogs 
and  Red  Polled  cattle,  together  with  a  mixed  herd  of  pronounced  beef 
breeds. 

Crops  of  Corn,  Oats,  Millet,  Wheat,  Peas,  Potatoes,  Garden  Vege- 
tables and  Fruits  are  produced  by  the  students.

HORTICULTURE. 

The  students  will  have  the  care  and  management  of  a  ten-acre 
orchard  planted  in  orchard  fruits,  small  fruits  and  grapes,  thus  giving 
them  theoretical  and  practical  work  in  Horticulture.  Pruning,  grafting, 
spraying,  gathering  and  marketing  of  fruits  will  be  learned  with  the 
work. 

Instruction  is  also  given  in  location  of  garden  and  orchard,  draining 
of  garden,  making  and  management  of  hot  beds,  cold  frames,  care  of 
green  house,  different  methods  of  propagating  plants,  propagation  and 
culture  of  forest  trees.. 

Market  Gardening. 

Fourteen  acres  of  fine  trucking  land  have  been  set  apart  for  the 
raising  of  vegetables,  such  as  are  needed  at  the  College,  and  for  ship- 
ping to  nearby  towns.  Students  do  all  this  work,  and  the  most  practi- 
cal and  profitable  experience  is  acquired  in  the  growing  of  crops, 
gardening  under  glass  and  shipping  the  products.  Also  practical 
lessons  are  given  on  hillside  ditching,  draining,  terracing,  circling  land, 
landscaping  and  making  of  fertilizers. 

Owing  to  the  number  of  students  and  the  scarcity  of  room,  the 
students  who  work  in  this  department  are  divided  into  sections,  one 
section  working  one  day  in  each  week  and  as  many  evenings  in  the) 
week  as  the  work  of  the  department  demands. 

Those  who  complete  the  course  as  prescribed  above  will  be  awarded 
a  certificate  of  proficiency.

The  teaching  of  these  subjects  is  made  objective,  rather  than  theo- 
retical. Under  the  direction  of  the  chairman  of  the  Civic  League,  each 
class  in  the  institution  is  given  a  plot  and  instructed  in  the  art  of 
making  artistic  flower  beds,  beautifying  grounds,  etc.  The  aim  is  to 
give  workable,  rather  than  a  technical,  knowledge  of  flowers  and  their 
culture. 

Plotting,  sodding  and  the  laying  out  of  walks  are  also  taught,  so 
that  the  student  will  be  prepared  to  make  beautiful  and  attractive  his 
own  home  when  he  leaves  school.

This  Department  provides  a  comprehensive  course  of  study  in  those 
branches  which  are  related  to  healthful  and  appropriate  clothing  of 
the  body,  and  to  household  decoration.  Such  study  leads  to  healthful 
living  and  to  the  cultivation  of  good  taste  and  wise  economy;  and  also 
abundantly  supplements  the  education  required  in  the  other  depart- 
ments of  the  College. 

This  department  is  open  to  all  girls,  and  each  girl  must  provide  her 
thimble,  needles,  tracing  wheel,  tapeline,  scissors  and  material  for  all 
class  work. 

To  receive  a  certificate  from  this  department,  a  girl  must  complete 
the  College  Preparatory  Course. 

The  courses  now  given  are:  Plain  Sewing,  Dressmaking,  Art  Needle- 
work and  Millinery.

A  Steam  Laundry  has  been  established  in  connection  with  the  institu- 
tion, to  be  under  a  competent  instructor,  wherein  our  girls  will  be 
taught  the  art  of  competent  hand  laundering.  This  Department  will 
fill  a  long-felt  want  in  the  thorough  equipment  of  our  girls  for  the 
duties  of  life,  as  it  not  only  fits  them  for  fulfilling  more  completely 
the  demands  to  be  made  upon  them  as  daughters,  sisters,  wives  and 
mochers,  but  it  gives  them  a  substantial  weapon  with  which  to  become 
bread  winners  for  themselves  and  of  greater  domestic  value  to  their 
State. 

The  aim  of  this  Department  is  to  teach  boys  and  girls  the  art  of 
doing  first-class  hand  and  mechanical  laundering.  The  following  sub- 
jects are  taught:  Steam  Engineering,  Plumbing,  Lacing  Belts,  Care  of 
Machinery,  Scientific  Washing,  Water,  Alkalies,  Soaps,  Bleaching, 
Blues,  Starches,  Acids  and  Formulas,  Simple  Analytical  and  Applied 
Chemistry,  Operating  Machines,  Hand  Ironing  of  Shirts,  Stock  Style 
Counting  in  Soiled  Linens  and  Sorting,  Renovating  of  Garments  and 
Formulas. 

Each  student  is  required  to  bring  two  night  robes  and  two  soiled 
clothes  bags.

CARPENTRY    DEPARTMENT. 

This  Department  embraces  Carpentry,  Cabinet,  Brick  and  Tin  Work. 
The  Department  occupies  a  commodious  building,  49x90  feet.  It  is 
well  organized,  and  is  doing  a  very  effective  work.  Its  equipment 
consists  of  supply  work  benches  and  sets  of  tools  for  the  same.  It 
is  supplied  with  a  turning  lathe,  circular,  rip  saw,  scroll  saw,  two 
mortising  and  boring  machines.  The  students  are  taught  to  use  the 
above  machines,  but  special  attention  is  given  to  hand  work. 

It  is  not  undertaken  to  turn  out  in  three  years  master  mechanics, 
but  to  prepare  thoroughly  trained  carpenters  for  all  ordinary  work. 

Students  completing  this  course  will  receive  a  certificate  fb  the  effect.

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BLACKSMITHING,     HORSE     SHOEING     AND     WHEELWRIGHTING 

DEPARTMENT. 

The  aim  of  this  Departmet  is  to  train  practical  blacksmiths,  and 
with  this  end  in  view,  along  with  the  practice  work,  pedagogical 
lectures  are  given  the  students,  so  as  to  fit  them  to  become  proficient 
and,  if  necessary,  instructors  in  the  work. 

This  department  is  equipped  with  light  Buffalo  down  draft  forges 
and  the  latest  blacksmithing  machinery  to  be  had. 

A  Crain  combination  woodworker,  two  double  benches,  and  a  full 
assortment  of  tools  make  up  the  equipment  for  the  woodworkers' 
division. 


Course  of  Study. 

FIKST  YEAE. 

First  Term — Lectures  on  the  Forge  and  its  parts;  on  Tools,  their 
care  and  uses;  lectures  on  Iron  and  its  properties. 

Second  Term — Elementary  Exercises  in  the  use  of  the  Forge  and  in 
shaping  such  articles  as  staples,  hooks,  rings,  links  and  chains. 

Third  Term — Lectures  on  the  theory  of  welding;  Elementary  Work  . 
on  Welding,  such  as  straight  lap  welds,  eye,  bolts  and  rings. 

SECOND  YEAB. 

First  Term — Demonstrations  in  welding,  band  welds,  jump  welds 
and  T  welds;  also  lectures  on  steel  and  its  points. 

Second  Term — The  theory  of  tire  setting,  demonstrations  and  prac- 
tical lessons  in  tire  setting. 

Third  Term — Demonstrations  of  the  tire  bender;  tire  bending  and 
tire  welding.  Practical  lessons  in  tool  making;  elementary  exercises 
in  wheelwrighting.

MANUAL     TRAINING. 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  each  individual  a  thorough  techni- 
cal and  practical  knowledge  of  the  uses  of  woodworking  tools  and  ma- 
chinery. 

A  course  in  mechanical  drawing  is  given  in  connection  with  this 
work,  in  which  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  theory  of  projection  revo- 
lution, the  development  of  geometric  solids,  and  working  drawings. 

Any  student  above  B  grade  may  elect  this  course,  and  will  be  a 
credit  towards  graduation.  A  certificate  will  be  given  to  any  student 
who  completes  the  prescribed  course. 

The  shop  is  equipped  with  the  following :  Circular  saw,  jointer, 
planer,  tenoner,  band  saw,  mortiser,  later  oil  grinder  and  twelve  well 
equipped  work  benchos. 
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Course  of  Study. 

FIRST  YEAR. 

Bench  work,  care  and  use  of  tools,  including  the  making  of  joints 
used  in  cabinet  making  and  saw  filing.  Instruction  is  given  in  cabinet 
making,  farm  woodwork  and  wood  turning. 

Demonstration  and  shop  work,  six  hours  a  week.  Text  books  es- 
sentials on  wood  work.     Griffith  Mechanical  Drawing,  Bennett. 

SECOND  YEAR. 

This  course  includes  bench  and  machine  work,  with  emphasis  placed 
on  the  making  of  articles  of  practical  value  and  producing  efficient  work- 
men.    Demonstration  and  shop  work,  ten  hours  each  week.

NURSE    TRAINING    SCHOOL. 
Established  in  1903 — Opened  in  1904. 

The  College  operates  an  infirmary  and  nurse  training  school  under 
the  general  supervision  of  the  College  Physician,  and  under  the 
immediate  charge  of  a  trainecTnurse. 

Applicants  for  training  in  this  Department  are  desired  who  can 
give  their  whole  time  to  the  work,  and  must  be  at  least  eighteen 
years  old,  and  prepare  to  pass  an  examination  for  the  Junior  Pre- 
paratory work  in  the  regular  College  course. 

Persons  not  students  or  officers  of  the  College  will  be  charged 
50  cents  a  day  for  their  keeping. 

The  students  will  have  the  care  and  assistant  management  of  the 
entire  Infirmary,  consisting  of  wards,  rooms  and  diet  kitchen  service. 

Students  of  this  Department  must  come  prepared  to  purchase  at  the 
College  four  suits  of  Hospital  uniform,  six  aprons,  six  collars,  six  pairs 
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of  cuffs,  buttons,  etc.     In  addition  to  the  Hospital  uniform,  they  must 
have  a  regular  school  dress  of  serge  skirt  and  white  waist. 

The  Course  shall  consist  of  three  full  school  years  in  Hospital  and 
class  room  work.

FIRST  YEAR. 

Namey,  uses  and  care  of  brushes  and  tools;  arrangement  and  care  of 
brushes  and  tools;  arrangement  and  care  of  shop;  roof  painting  and 
use  or  wan  orusnes  on  weather  ooarding;  applying  priming  and 
second  coats;  practice  in  trimming,  sand  papering  and  applying  lead 
coats. 

SECOND  YEAR. 

Puttying  and  applying  rough  stuff,  rubbing  rough  stuff  with  rubbing 
stone  and  water,  lessons  in  mixing  colors,  interior  work  with  inside 
colors,  use  of  ladders  and  swing  stage. 

Further  practice  in  applying  second  and  third  coats  to  exterior 
walls,  complete  course  in  farm  wagon  painting,  applying  colors  to 
buggies  and  first  coat  of  varnish  and  interior  work;  imitating  wain- 
scoting, graining  and  staining,  hard  oiling  and  first  lesson  in  fresco- 
ing; how  to  make  different  putties;  stripping  carriages;  cutting  glass 
and  glazing;  frosting  and  staining  glass;  rubbing  varnish  with  felt 
and  pumice  stone;  further  work  in  exterior  decorations;  advanced 
lessons  in  sign  writing,  gilding  and  glass  embossing. 
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THIRD   YEAR. 

Applying  finishing  varnish  to  carriages;  fresco  painting  continued; 
practice  in  striping  and  ornamenting;  stencil  making;  bronzing  on 
wood;  iron  and  plaster  cast;  imitating  marble;  painting  in  distem- 
per; talks  on  cleanliness  in  working  and  manufacturing  of  pigments.

DEPARTMENT     OF     SHOEMAKING     AND     LEATHER     INDUSTRY. 

Formerly  known  as  the  Shoe  Department,  was  added  to  the  College 
in  1894.  It  was  well  organized  and  equipped  with  a  full  supply  of 
tools  and  machines. 

This  Department  is  quartered  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Power 
Industrial  Hall,  which  is  very  comfortable  and  well  ventilated,  having 
nine  large  windows  and  a  skylight,  which  afford  that  bright  light  so 
necessary  to  leather  workers. 

The  special  feature  of  this  Department  is  the  making  and  repairing 
of  shoes,  but  students  are  given  instruction  daily  in  making  of 
harness,  leather  bags,  mail  pouches,  etc.,  according  to  demand  for 
serviceable  things  in  the  leather  line. 

Students  in  this  Department  are  classed  into  teams  of  four  each, 
with  an  advanced  student  as  leader,  all  being  under  the  general 
instruction  and  supervision  of  instructor  in  charge  of  the  Department. 


Course  of  Study. 

FIRST  YEAR. 

Learning  to  take  care  of  sh"op  and  tools,  make  ends,  sew  traces, 
straps;  sew  straight  seams  on  shoes,  nail  on  half  soles,  finish  or  polish, 
fine  repairing. 
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SECOND    YEAR. 

Putting  on  patches  (both  sewed  and  cemented);  half  soling  fine 
work  (nailed  and  sewed);  receiving  instruction  and  practice  in  sew- 
ing on  welts,  measuring,  repairing  old  heels  and  building  new  ones. 

THIRD  YEAR. 

Instruction  in  repairing  continued;  doing  first-class  repairing  and 
finishing  fine  new  work. 

Instruction  and  practice  given  in  cutting  stock  out  of  the  skin  to 
advantage,  classing  leather,  rounding  up  insoles  and  outsoles,  and 
lasting.  Instructions  also  given  in  estimating  cost  of  material,  measur- 
ing feet  and  fitting  up  lasts. 

No  work  leaves  the  shop  without  having  been  inspected  by  the 
instructor  in  charge. 

Students  finishing  this  course  to  the  satisfaction  of  instructor  in 
charge  will  be  given  a  certificate  of  proficiency.

No  student  is  granted  a  certificate  from  any  Industrial  Depart- 
ment until  he  has  completed  the  Senior  Preparatory  Department. 
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MUSIC 

We  recognize  Music  as  an  accomplishment  and  as  possessing  an 
educative  and  disciplinary  value,  and  to  the  end  that  these  may  form 
part  of  their  education,  it  has  been  arranged  that  those  who  desire 
m^y  find  opportunity  to  obtain  such  a  course  in  instrumental  and 
vocal  as  will  serve  them  for  all  practical  purposes. 

The  student  will  have  access  to  three  pianos,  and  a  graded  course  of 
instruction  has  been  mapped  out,  taking  for  our  model  the  course  of 
other  leading  institutions,  adapting  them  to  our  purposes. 

The  College  furnishes  a  full  supply  of  brass  band  instruments,  to 
which  the  students  have  access  without  cost  to  them,  and  each  year  a 
well  selected  and  disciplined  band  is  organized  and  maintained  under 
a  competent  instructor. 

From  time  to  time  there  shall  be  lectures  given  on  the  History  of 
Music  and  the  lives  of  eminent  musicians,  hoping  thereby  that  a 
keener  interest  in  the  subject  might  be  developed,  and  that,  after 
learning  of  the  hard  work  that  had  to  be  undergone  by  the  great 
masters,  the  student  may  gather  inspiration  and  encouragement  for 
his  work. 

Instruction  in  vocal  music  is  free.  Those  who  study  it  are  divided 
into  Primary,  Intermediate  and  Advanced  classes.  The  first  two 
named  study  the  rudiments  and  graded  lessons  in  music,  and  supply 
the  advanced  class,  which  composes  the  Choral  Club  of  the  school  and 
furnishes  music  for  all  purposes. 


ATHLETICS 

The  Athletics  are  in  the  hands  of  a  teacher  and  efforts  are  being  made 
by  the  Faculty  to  put  them  on  a  footing  with  those  of  the  leading 
colleges  of  the  country.  Interclass  and  intercollegiate  matches  are 
encouraged.  The  aim  is  to  increase  the  bodily  vigor,  the  quickness  of 
vision  and  intellect  of  the  student,  encourage  honesty  in  dealing  with 
others  as  well  as  give  the  college  advertisement  abroad.  There  is 
also  a  healthful,  social  and  friendly  spirit  begotten  through  these 
matches.

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DISCIPLINE 

RULES  GOVERNING  STUDENTS. 

For  admission  to  the  College,  the  applicant  must  be  at  least  fifteen 
years  of  age,  and,  if  from  another  institution,  he  must  present  a 
certificate  of  honorable  dismission. 

No  student  having  any  contagious  disease  will  be  admitted  to  the 
College. 

Each  student  when  he  enters  the  College  shall  deliver  to  the  Presi- 
dent all  arms  and  deadly  weapons  of  any  description  which  may  be 
in  his  possession,  and  by  his  very  act  of  entering  he  takes  the  following 
matriculation  pledge: 

"Being  now  about  to  enter  as  a  student  of  Alcorn  A.  &  M.  College, 
I  do  hereby  acknowledge  my  obligation  and  bind  myself  to  obey  all  its 
laws  and  regulations.  And  I  pledge  myself,  on  honor,  that  as  long  as 
I  am  a  member  of  the  College  during  term  time,  or  while  I  remain 
at  the  College  during  vacation,  I  will  not  have  in  my  possession  any 
deadly  weapon.  And  I  do  further  pledge  myself,  on  honor,  that  I  will 
not  join  or  form  any  connection  with,  directly  or  indirectly,  any  secret 
club,  society,  fraternity,  or  other  organization  composed  in  whole  or 
in  part  of  students  of  the  College,  or  attend  the  meetings  of  or  wear 
the  badge  of  any  such  organization.  And  I  do  further  pledge  myself, 
on  honor,  that  I  will  not,  during  my  continuance  as  a  student  of  the 
College,  indulge  in  any  vinous,  spirituous  or  alcoholic  drinks;  and 
will  not  bring  or  accept  if  brought  by  others,  any  such  liquor  upon  the 
premises  of  the  institution.  And  I  do  further  pledge  myself,  upon 
honor,  that  I  will  not  treat  with  disrespect,  by  shouting,  or  otherwise, 
any  applicant  for  admission  to  the  College,  and  will  not  engage  in 
'hazing'  or  other  maltreatment  of  a  student  lately  admitted  to  the 
institution." 

Any  student  who  shall  wilfully  violate  the  foregoing  matriculation 
pledge  shall  be  dismissed. 

As  far  as  possible,  the  School  is  made  a  home  for  those  who  attend. 
Not  only  their  intellectual,  but  also  their  social,  moral  and  industrial 
culture  receive  careful  attention. 

All  pupils  are  required  to  appear  for  instruction  and  to  work  in  some 
one  of  the  industrial  departments. 

No  pupil  will  be  retained  whose  moral  character  and  influence  are 
bad,  and  none  whose  work  fails  to  show  progress  and  purpose. 

Cleanliness  of  person,  rooms,  buildings  and  premises,  and  decorous 
behavior  are  required  at  all  times.  To  further  these  ends,  the  use  of 
liquor  or  tobacco  in  any  form,  or  cards  or  any  form  of  gambling,  is 
strictly  forbidden. 

COMMONS. 

Every  student  occupying  the  dormitory  shall  take  his  meals  at  the 
dining  hall,  unless  excused  by  the  President. 
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Each  student  shall  have  his  particular  place  at  the  table,  and  such 
place  shall  not  be  changed  without  permission  of  the  Steward  of  the 
Hall. 

All  unnecessary  or  loud  talking  is  prohibited.  The  carvers  only 
shall  call  on  the  waiters. 

Wasting,  or  takiag  from  the  Dining  Hall  provisions  or  furniture,  is 
strictly  prohibited. 

The  Steward  of  the  Hall  shall  see  that  every  student  leaves  the  Hall 
at  the  command. 

As  obedience  and  subordination  are  essential  to  the  purpose  of  the 
College,  any  student  who  shall  disobey  a  legal  command  of  the  Presi- 
dent, or  any  professor,  or  instructor,  or  other  superior  officer,  or 
behave  himself  in  a  refractory  or  disrespective  manner  to  the  consti- 
tuted authorities  of  the  College,  shall  be  dismissed  or  less  severely  pun- 
ished, according  to  the  nature  of  the  offense. 

Any  student  who  has  been  dismissed  from  the  College  must  leave 
the  premises  at  once,  but  by  a  satisfactory  arrangement  with  the  Presi- 
dent, a  stay  of  24  hours  or  longer  may  be  permitted. 

All  official  communications  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  from  any  person 
or  persons  connected  with  the  College,  except  such  reports  as  are 
required  to  be  made  direct  to  the  Board,  shall  be  made  through  the 
President,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  forward  them  to  the  Board  with 
such  remarks  as  he  may  think  proper. 

Students  must  attend  Sunday  School  and  preaching  services  on 
Sunday  and  Wednesday. 

Students  absenting  themselves  from  class  for  three  consecutive  days 
without  excuse  beforehand,  except  in  cases  of  sickness,  or  for  other 
unavoidable  reasons,  will  not  be  allowed  to  go  on  with  their  classes 
without  permission  from  the  President. 

Students  must  not  leave  the  room  during  study  hours,  except  by 
permission  of  some  teacher  or  monitor. 

Students  must  not  leave  the  campus,  except  for  short  walks,  without 
permission  from  some  teacher. 

Students  are  required  to  extinguish  their  lights  and  retire  at  10:15 
p.m. 

Students  must  not  absent  themselves  from  Chapel  exercises  or  class 
recitation  without  permission  or  by  reason  of  unavoidabe  circumstances. 
Industrial  classes  are  regarded  the  same  as  other  classes.  Tardiness 
shall  be  considered  as  an  absence.  In  attendance  upon  all  exercises, 
students  must  be  in  their  places  when  the  bell  ceases  to  ring. 

Students  cannot  remain  longer  than  two  days  in  their  grades  with- 
out all  necessary  books  for  that  grade,  except  with  special  arrange- 
ments to  that  effect. 

Any  other  conduct  not  prohibited  above  which  is  contrary  to  the 
rules  governing  gentlemen  and  to  the  dignity  of  a  student  of  Alcorn 
A.   &   M.   College,   is   forbidden.     Only   those   persons   are   desired   as 
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students  who  are  willing  to  practice  the  Christian  virtues,  and  who 
are  earnest  and  conscientious  about  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

For  the  known  violation  of  any  of  the  above  rules,  students  will  be 
punished  by  certain  penalties  or  suspended  or  expelled,  as  may  be 
deemed  best  in  the  particular  case. 

Any  student  who  remains  on  the  Campus  longer  than  24  hours 
without  having  made  permanent  arrangements  for  boarding,  may 
be  charged  25c  per  meal  for  all  meals  taken. 

TEMPORARY  REGULATIONS. 

The  President  and  Faculty  are  authorized  to  prescribe  temporarily 
such  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  College  and  discipline  of 
students  as  experience  may  show  to  be  necessary,  which  will  be 
reported  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  their  next  meeting,  and  when 
approved  by  them,  shall  be  permanent. 

LABOR  RULES. 

Two  bells  call  students  to  work.  At  tap  of  second  bell,  all  students 
not  at  their  posts  will  be  marked  absent. 

Labor  is  compulsory  with  students,  unless  sick. 

All  students  not  on  the  sick  list  are  required  to  report  regularly  for 
work  at  the  ringing  of  the  work  bell. 

Students  wishing  to  be  excused  from  labor  for  the  day  must  apply 
to  the  President,  or  officer  in  charge  of  the  department  to  which  they 
are  assigned,  giving  reason  for  being  excused. 

Labor  is  required  on  work  clays,  except  Saturday,  weather  per- 
mitting. Students  wishing  to  work  extra  will  be  furnished  work  on 
Saturday  during  the  larger  portion  of  the  year. 

Students,  when  placed  under  the  charge  of  any  student  acting  as 
foreman,  will  be  expected  to  work  in  accordance  with  his  orders.  The 
acting  foreman  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  work  and  conduct  of 
each  student  in  his  detail  while  in  the  field  or  shops;  will  be  required 
to  take  the  time  and  mark  the  standing  of  the  work  performed  and 
report  any  misconduct  or  non-observance  of  the  labor  rules  to  the 
officer  in  charge  of  labor. 

Singing,  shouting,  interfering  with  the  other  students,  or  disrespect 
shown  to  the  acting  foreman,  or  people  passing,  are  strictly  prohibited. 

The  number  of  hours  required  each  day  may  be  varied  from  one  and 
one-half  to  three  and  one-half,  and  the  time  of  day  to  commence  work, 
changed  at  the  discretion  of  the  faculty. 

Each  male  student  is  required  to  give  at  least  two  (2)  hours  per 
week  labor  on  the  College  Campus  and  public  buildings.  For  unsatis- 
factory work,  he  shall  be  reassigned  till  faithful  services  have  been 
rendered. 

WAGES. 

Compensation  for  labor  will  be  rated  in  proportion  to  work  per- 
formed, eight  cents  per  hour  being  the  maximum  rate  paid,  and  this 
only  for  faithful  labor. 
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The  standing  or  value  of  each  day's  work  will  be  marked  as  in 
class  recitation  on  a  scale  of  one  hundred.  Students  making  an  aver- 
age of  eighty  for  the  month  will  receive  the  maximum  wages;  less 
than  eighty,  the  wages  will  be  rated  proportionately.  The  student 
foreman  will  be  selected  from  those  who  make  the  highest  work  stand- 
ing for  the  previous  term. 

No  time  will  be  allowed  for  any  work  not  assigned  by  an  authorized 
officer,  or  to  any  student  who  does  not  report  to  the  acting  foreman  or 
other  officer  at  the  close  of  the  day's  work. 

TOOLS. 

Students  are  prohibited  from  taking  any  tool  from  the  shops  without 
giving  the  number  of  the  same  to  the  student  who  has  charge  of  the 
same     All  tools  will  remain  charged  until  returned. 

Each  student  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  return,  in  good  order, 
of  all  tools  when  taken  out  by  himself,  and  will  be  fined  thirty  minutes' 
time,  to  be  deducted  from  his  work  account,  unless;  the  tools  are 
returned  at  the  close  of  the  day's  work,  cleaned  and  hung  in  their 
places.  Students  will  be  required  to  pay  for  tools  lost  or  carelessly 
broken. 


TRANSPORTATION     REGULATIONS. 

By  order  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  College,  all  students 
desiring  to  be  matriculated  into  the  Institution,  will  be  required  to 
patronize  the  College  team,  and  will  be  further  required  to  do  so  while 
a  member  of  the  school.  Adequate  accommodations  will  be  furnished 
for  passengers  and  baggage. 

The  fare  between  the  College  and  Lorman  will  be  75c  per  capita, 
each  way.  Trunks,  from  25c  to  35c,  according  to  size.  The  fare  to 
other  points  or  the  College  will  be  fixed  at  reasonable  rates. 

From  each  student  that  matriculates  shall  be  collected  at  the  Treas- 
urer's office  one  ($1.00y  dollar  in  addition  to  his  regular  matriculation 
fee,  for  transportation  of  himself  and  baggage.  Students,  therefore, 
will  not  pay  elsewhere.  Should  the  College  team  be  inadequate  to 
meet  the  demands  on  any  day,  other  teams  may  be  employed  and  col- 
lect fares  at  the  Treasurer's  office. 


EXAMINATIONS. 

Written  examinations  on  all  literary  branches  are  held  at  the  end 
of  each  month,  and  of  each  term  of  three  months. 

The  results  of  these  examinations,  together  with  their  daily  records, 
determine  the  students'  term  and  yearly  standing  in  their  grades. 

To  pass  from  grade  to  grade,  students  must  make  a  yearly  average 
of  not  less  than  sixty-five  per  cent,  on  each  subject  of  the  grade  to  which 
they  belong,  and  failing  in  one'Subject  the  work  must  be  made  up,  and 
if  they  fail  in  two  Subjects,  he  must  repeat  his  class. 

No  student  shall  be  permitted  to  take  the  term  examination  until  all 
his  accounts  due  the  College  has  been  settled. 
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Students  found  receiving  or  giving  aid  on  examinations  may  be 
excused  from  the  examination  and  their  papers  discarded,  as  well  as 
be  punished. 

They  must  also  put  in  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  school  year  in  actual 
attendance  in  school  and  have  passed  all  regular  examinations  on  the 
subjects  of  the  previous  school  year. 

Students  (excepting  those  in  the  first  year  of  their  attendance,  who 
get  in  after  the  first  term  of  the  school  year  is  passed),  who,  having 
the  previous  year  put  in  less  than  two  terms,  or  who  are  unable,  on 
account  of  tardiness  in  returning,  to  put  in  at  least  two  terms  of  the 
school  year,  shall  be  assigned  to  the  grade  to  which  they  formerly 
belonged,  unless  they  have  put  in  the  equivalent  thereof  in  some  other 
reputable  school  or  college. 

Students  having  put  in  less  than  one  month  of  any  term  will  not 
be  given  permission  to  take  the  term  examination  for  that  term,  nor 
given  credit  for  the  same  if  taken,  until  they  shall  have  put  in  at  least 
two-thirds  of  the  school  year  in  actual  attendance  in  school. 


REQUISITES    FOR    GRADUATION. 

All  students  graduating  from  any  department  must  spend  the  entire 
scholastic  year  in  the  College. 

All  orations  for  graduation  must  be  prepared  by  the  student  him- 
self, passed  up  and  graded  by  the  proper  committee  before  the  student 
can  graduate. 

All  Seniors  must  take  their  final  or  third  term  examination  before 
graduating,  and  the  same  must  appear  on  the  records. 

No  student  who  fails  to  comply  with  these  rules  will  be  permitted 
to  graduate. 


Applicants  for  entrance  into  any  grade  must  be  able  to  pass  a  written 
examination  on  all  of  the  subjects  of  the  next  lower  grade. 

After  regular  matriculating,  no  student,  excepting  on  recommendation 
of  the  College  physician,  will  be  permitted  to  go  home  or  elsewhere, 
except  at  such  times  as  the  Faculty  may  designate,  unless  the  parent 
or  guardian  shall  have  explicitly  directed  the  President  to  grant  leave. 

All  applications  for  leave  to  go  home  or  elsewhere  must  be  for  a 
specified  time,  and  any  student  who  is  on  leave  of  absence  and  cannot 
return  at  expiration  of  the  time  granted,  must  notify  the  President, 
giving  reasons  therefor  and  asking  for  an  extension  of  time  and 
designating  the  date  on  which  he  hopes  to  return. 

Money  for  board  and  washing  must  be  paid  monthly  in  advance; 
and  any  student  failing  to  pay  his  bills  at  the  beginning  of  the  month 
will  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  25  cents  per  day,  instead  of  at  the 
monthly  rate  of  20  cents  per  day.  Students  not  having  paid  by  the 
15th  may  be  deprived  of  the  privileges  of  the  School. 

No  male  student  shall  visit  the  Girl's  Dormitory  or  College  Infirmary 
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who  shall  not  previously  have  secured  permission  from  the  President 
or  some  person  designated  by  the  President. 


CHRISTIAN    WORSHIP. 

The  College  aims  to  purify  the  heart  and  make  right  the  spirit  as 
well  as  to  develop  the  mind.  To  this  end  each  day's  work  is  begun 
with  devotional  exercises.  Sunday  School  and  preaching  every  Sun- 
day morning;  prayer  meeting  Sunday  and  Wednesday  nights.  The 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  the  Young  Women's  Christian 
Association,  meet  weekly  on  Sunday  evening.  These  societies  do  much 
good.  Students  must  attend  all  exercises  established  by  the  College, 
and  they  are  invited  to  attend  the  other  voluntary  religious  exercises. 

LIBRARY. 

The  College  has  a  well  selected  Library  of  about  2,700  volumes, 
besides  numerous  pamphlets  and  magazines.  This  Library,  which  is 
used  as  a  reading  room,  is  also  supplied  with  some  of  the  best  weeklies, 
dailies  and  monthlies  in  the  country.  The  books  afford  information 
upon  almost  every  subject.    Additions  are  continually  being  made. 


LITERARY   ADJUNCTS. 

To  materially  strengthen  and  to  give  tone,  direction  and  embellish- 
ment to  the  Literary  Department  of  the  School,  we  have  three  (3) 
organizations  connected  with  the  Institution,  viz.:  "The  College  Ly- 
ceum," "The  Literary  Gem"  and  "The  Forum,"  over  which  a  teacher 
presides  as  critic,  while  all  the  literary  and  executive  work  is  per- 
formed by  the  students  of  the  organizations.
